REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To THE CITIZENS OF BARRINGTON:- 

The school board submit the following report:- 

Eight schools have been maintained throughout the 
year, the Turnpike, Evans and Swain schools remaining 
closed and the puplis being conveyed to other schools. 

During the spring term the scholars from the Swain 
school were conveyed to Waldron’s Hill. In the fall and 
winter, some of the younger pupils having left town, the re- 
maining ones were able to attend other schools without any 
expense of transportation. In this way by maintaining a 
less number of schools, expenses have decreased so that it 
was possible to continue the schools nine weeks this winter 
making a total of thirty-three weeks. 

During the year we have been fortunate enough to se- 
cure the services of two Normal graduates and one approved 
teacher. We regret that, on account of the resignation of 
some of our best teachers and the lack of desirable applicants, 
we have been obliged to fill the vacancies with teachers of 
little experience whose work in some cases has not been all 
we could desire. if 

The attendance for the year has been very good with the 
exception of the last three weeks. We are gratified, however, 
to know that a few braved the severe weather to attend 
school and thus availed themselves of the advantages offered. 

No time has been lost except in the Oak Hill school, 
where because of the illness of some pupils znd the irregular 
attendance of others, the School Board, at the suggestion of 


77 


some of the parents, decided to close the winter term at the 
end of eight weeks and begin this school one week earlier in 
the spring. 

With the one hundred dollars raised for text books and 
supplies we have purchased, beside the usual school material, 
forty-eight copies of Reinsch’s Citizens’ Readers to be used 
as a reader for the higher grades and also for a text book on 
Civil Government; sixty copies of “Around the World’’ 
series Book 5, and thirty copies of Book 3 for supplementary 
reading. 

With the two hundred dollars appropriated for repairs 
and the balance from last year quite extensive improvements 
have been made on four school-houses. 

At Canaan the school room has been painted and a new 
shed built. 

At Pond Hill the ceiling has been patehed, walls and 
woodwork have been painted, new tops have been placed 
on some of the desks and desks and seats painted. It was 
also necessary to buy a new stove. 

At Oak Hill the roof has been patched, the ceiling 
whitened and wookwork, seats and desks freshened by a 
coat of paint. 

The Town Farm school-house has been all newly 
plastered, a new floor laid, and the old seats replaced by 
others, which although not new are of a more.modern style 
and more comfortable. 

Among other minor repairs two new blackboards have 
been placed in the France school house. Compared with 
other school buildings in town, this one is in a rather bad 
condition and repairs will be necessary if a school is to be 
continued here for any length of time. 

Through the kindness of State Superintendent Morrison 
we enjoyed the privilege of having a Teacher’s Institute. 
here in November, the first to be held in Barrington. 
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By the new apportionment of public taxes established by 
the legislature of 1911, the amount required by law to be 
appropriated for school purposes has been reduced from 
$1590 to $1305. This will necessitate the raising of more 
than the additional $500 which has been voted for several 
years if the schools are to be maintained thirty weeks, which 
the law requires if we are to receive the state aid. 

It has been suggested that more competent teachers 
might be secured if higher salaries were paid and the number 
of weeks diminished. If this were done we should be unable 
to have thirty weeks of school and therefore would not be 
entitled to the state aid. This would make a great difference 
in the school revenue. 

We hope that all parents and citizens will manifest 
their interest in education and in the general welfare of 
their town by being present at the School Meeting and 
appropriating school funds as liberally as they have done in 
the past.
